On Tuesday night, ti.e council met before a full 
house to discuss the week’s agenda. The public though, 
who came in support of Sally Ann Mallen, overrode 
their plans. During the community input section of the 
meeting, supporters of Mallen expressed their angst and 
frustration with the city concerning her recent firing. 

Supporters of Sallyann Mallen described her as com¬ 
petent, kind, responsible, and hardworking. They 
stressed that she had enjoyed working for the city, and 
had made their interactions with the city enjoyable as 
well. Included among those who spoke on her behalf 
was Don Watts, who said, “1 have never known her to 
do things not in the city’s best interest. She has always 
been consistent...She is one of the best assets this city 
has.” Along with the heartfelt addresses to the council, 
many of those present also submitted letters to the coun¬ 
cil in support of Sallyann Mallen. 

The support shown at the meeting was not one sided 
though, as several people approached the podium to 
applaud the city for making the right decision. Includ¬ 
ed among those who supported the city’s action were 
Kathleen Roach and Frank Saumur. Frank Saumur pre¬ 
sented his case stating, “We not only support City Hall’s 
decision to fire Sally Anne Mallen, but, having had to 
deal with her on recent business issues, we applaud their 
action wholeheartedly.” Saumur also stated that 
“Mallen was always smiling, but the advice she gave 
was slanted and erroneous.” The city for its part was 
silent on the issue with the exception of a statement by 
Mr. Martin, the city’s attorney. Mr. Martin emphasized 
that public employees have great protection under law, 
included property rights and liberty interests (the right 
to privacy). He also stressed that this was Just the first 
step in a three-step process and that Justice would be 
done. 

The adoption of the Historic Preservation Ordinance 
had its second reading last night, after taking years of 
hard work to compile. All the hard work has not de- 
toned those who fear the Ordinance will constrict their 
rights as property owners. Several property owners 
stood before the council and expressed their fears about 
the Ordinance. One of those who made her way up to 
the bright lights was Donna Sutcliff, who expressed her

concerns regarding the survey included in the Ordinance 
and the list which potentially historic homes would be 
placed. Her fears as well as the fears of her peers stem 
from a concern about the interpretation of the volunteer 
nature of the Ordinance. Many of them feel that although 
the Ordinance intends to make becoming a historic site 
a voluntary decision of the owner, that the nature of the 
document may allow a site to become historical with¬ 
out the owner’s approval. One of the reasons that they 
feel this way is because of the survey which will be made 
of potential historical sites. They feel this survey may 
place pressure on them as well as trigger SEQA. 

Representatives of the Cultural Heritage Committee 
were also unhappy with the Ordinance’s second read¬ 
ing. Barbara Hester and Mary Sullivan made the stand 
for the CHC. Both stated that the Ordinance, as it stands, 
is weak, and that its implementation will not accomplish 
any of the goals that were originally cited. They felt that 
the document needed to be rewritten to accomplish any¬ 
thing at ail. 

The council made some minor clerical adjustments to 
the Ordinance. The major clarification they made was 
to make it clear that once someone agreed to be a his¬ 
torical site they could not back out of that commitment. 
After the lengthy discussion was completed the city 
council passed the second reading with changes. 

The budget was also passed Tuesday night with no 
comment from the public on the issue. The council took 
this as a sign of the confidence the public has in them. 
They did stress however that this was an important is¬ 
sue. They felt that the community would be best serv’ed 
to take a closer look at the budget. 

The council also approved the adjustment of the 
Western Waste Collection rates for 1997-98. There was 
a 3.3% decrease in the rate charged thus saving the city 
about $2,800. Councilmember MacGillivrary remarked 
that this was the first time she had seen a reduction in 
rates without a reduction in services. 

The city also recognized outgoing commissioners on 
Tuesday night pre.senting each with a plaque and a T- 
shirt in thanks for their services. Among those recog¬ 
nized were Carrie Evans of the Commission of Aging, 
who is retiring. Bill Garr of the Planning Commission, 
Wilma Halcombe of the Planning Commission. And on 
a sad note, the city council expressed their extreme grat¬ 
itude to Debbie O’Keefe and extended the highest re¬ 
gards to her family as she died on June 14th.

Known as captive bal¬ 
loons they were anchored 
to heavy military vehicles 
on the ground and con¬ 
trolled by winch and cable.

You might say that 
when the City of Arcadia 
made a contribution tot he 
war effort during World 
War I that it proved to be 
an elephant-sized one. 
Early in 1918 the Ross 
Field Balloon School was 
established in an area that 
is today the golf course at 
Arcadia County Park. IT 
was named for Lt. Cleo J. 
Ross, a balloonist killed in 
action in France early in 
the war. 

The school was a train¬ 
ing ground with huge bal¬ 
loons, known as “ele¬ 
phants” and used by the 
army for observation over 
enemy lines and to learn 
how to direct their artillery 
fire. These “eyes of the 
army” were 95 feet long 
and filled with 37,000 cu¬ 
bic feet of hydrogen that 
took an hour to fill. They 
were not free floating.

The State of California 
passed a law declaring rac¬ 
ing illegal and the track 
closed in April 1909. Mer¬ 
cifully, Baldwin did not 
live to see this. The law re¬ 
mained until a referendum 
in 1933 brought horse rac¬ 
ing back. The present 
Santa Anita Race Track 
them opened Dec. 26, 
1934. 

In 1912 the grandstand 
of Baldwin’s Santa Anita 
was destroyed by fire and 
the area became a mud 
hole. At the beginning of 
World War I Baldwin’s 
daughter, Anita sold this 
race track property to Los 
Angeles County. (Anita’s 
estate, “Anokia”, still 
stands on the north west 
corner of Baldwin and 


Foothill in Arcadia.) The 
county then deeded the 
land to the War Dept, for 
use as the balloon training 
school and the war effort 
was brought to Arcadia. 

Baldwin’s old horse 
stables were converted to 
barracks and the popula¬ 
tion of Arcadia was 
swelled by 3,500 men. 
This brought problems as 
well as a great boost to 
Arcadia’s economy. Arca¬ 
dia had to meet the in¬ 
creased demands for water 
and the winter of 1917-18 
was a very dry year. Even 
the camp’s septic tanks 
caused complaint long af¬ 
ter the war. 

Ross Field closed at the 
end of the war. 160 of the 
balloons were purchased 
and taken around to county 


fairs where fair goers 
would pay to watch them 
being shot down, not a 
very illustrious ending for 
these monoliths. 

In 1935 Congress 
passed legislation autho¬ 
rizing the War Department 
to sell the land back to Los 
Angeles County with the 
requirement that the land 
be used for recreational 
purposes. The WPA built 
tennis courts, lawn bowl¬ 
ing greens, a swimming 
pool and bath house, pic¬ 
nic grounds, baseball dia¬ 
mond, bleachers and the 
18 hole golf course. 

There is a plaque, 
placed in the park in 1963, 
as a reminder of Ross Field 
and Arcadia’s “elephant” 
sized war effort.
